TEACHER’S PENSION PLAN 


It is currently reported that the 
Teachers’ Pension Plan sponsored by 
| the officials of the Alberta Teachers’ 
Alliance will be introduced as a gov- 
ernment measure during the present 
session of the legislature, If the bill 
is presented and passed it will affect 
every school teacher employed in the 
province, of whom there are more than 
5,000, 


The scheme is of a compulsory na- 
ture, will contribute approximately 5 
per cent of their annual salaries, Con 
tribution from general provincial rey- 
enues would amount to about $7,000 
this year, and would automatically in- 
crease in subsequent years. 
| ‘Teachers upon reaching the age of 
65 would retire, and upon leaving the 
service would be entitled to the pen- 
sion which would amount to around 
$25 per month,

Nearly 180 years ago when Britain 
and France were fighting desperately 
for sovereignty on the North Ameri- 
can continent, the 676-ton French 
frigate “Bellone” was captured by | 
the British “Vestal”, below Quebec. 
The prize was promptly renamed 
‘Repulse” and commissioned for ser-! 
vice as a man-of-war under Capt. J.) 
C, Allen. A week later the ship was) 
engaged on patrol while the British 
fleet of 49 men-of-war, under Ad- 
miral Sandus began its 12-weeks’ 
Siege of Quebec, ending in the his- | 
tory-making triumph for British, 
arms on the Plains of Abraham.

This was but one of many episodes 
in the life of the second “Repulse.” 
She took a prominent part in Ad- 
miral George Rodney's exploits cul- 
minating in the capture of Martini-| 
que in 1762. She was also present! 
at the reduction of New York, Sept. 
1776. Three months later she was’ 
wrecked off Bermuda. { 

Altogether 12 British warships 
have borne the name “Repulse.” First 
of that name was launched at Dept-' 
ford in March, 1596. Although only” 
622 tons, she carried an armament 
of 38 heavy and 12 light guns and 
was known as a “Great Ship.” Her 
chief claim to recognition was par- 
ticipation in the attack directed 
against Cadiz on June 20, 1596, an_ 
expedition led by Admiral Robert 
Devereau, second Earl of Essex. The 
ship was also with the expedition 
under Admiral Sir R. Leveson 
against the French port of La Ro-!| 
chelle in the summer of 1602. 

The third ‘Repulse’ also saw ser- 
vice in American waters, Launched, 
at Cowes in November 1780, this ship 
was of 1,337 tons displacement and 
carried 64 guns. Shortly after be- 
ing commissioned she was sent un- 
der sealed orders towards the Medi- 
terranean and there figured in 
Darby's gallant relief of Gibraltar.

PETER IN SAMARIA 


Golden text: Come ye, buy, and 
eat; yea, come, buy wine and milk 
without money and without price. 
Isaiah 65:1, 

Lesson: Acts 8:4-25, 


Devotional reading: Isaiah 55:1-7. 


Explanations And Comments 


Peter and John in Samaria, Acts 8: 
14-17. The apostles in Jerusalem 
were still rigid Jews who had not yet 
realized that the gospel was freely 
given for all, and they sent Peter and 
John to inspect Philip's work in 
Samaria and bring back a report as 
to its character. They approved the 
result and prayed that the néw con- 
verts might receive the Holy Spirit. 
Once John had angrily asked, when 
the people of a Samaritan village 
would not receive Jesus, “Lord, wilt 
thou that we bid fire to come down 
from heaven and consume them?” 
and Jesus had rebuked him. Now 
John gladly joins with Peter in call- 
ing down upon them fire from heaven, 
destructive fire that con- 
sumes, but the flame of the Spirit 
that quickens.

A NEW POLICY 
~ FOR MARKETING 
WHEAT OUTLINED 


Ottawa.—Outlines of a complete 
new wheat marketing policy were 
laid before the House of Commons! 
by Hon. James G. Gardiner, minister | 
of agriculture. The policy involves 
discontinuance of the present sys- 
tem of a fixed minimum price and 
substitution of an acreage bonus to 
meet emergency situations arising 
from crop failure or lack of mar- 
kets. 

The fixed price of 80 cents a) 
bushel, basis No. 1 Northern wheat 
at Fort William paid by the Cana- 
dian wheat board this year, would 
cost the government $48,000,000, the| 
minister estimated. But its distri- | 
bution involved giving more to those | 
who had crops and nothing to those 
who had not. 

The new policy, which will be of al 
permanent nature, to be embodied in! 
legislation soon to be introduced, | 
would be directed towards encour- 
agement of home building on the 
prairies rather than increased wheat 
production, 

“Realizing that the present legis- 
lation does not offer a solution for 
our marketing problems,” the 
ister said,

‘TI am confident that democracy 
will return to Europe,” he said, ‘His- 
tory shows that liberty and authori- 
tarianism come in alternative cycles 
in Europe.

Might Be Possible 


Italian Naturalist Believes Britain Is 
Lost Island Of Atlantis ; 

Great Britain, according to Prof. 
Vittorio Calestani, the Italian natur- 
alist, is none other than the fabled 
Atlantis, the lost island of which 
Plato wrote on more than one occa- 
sion. If Professor Calestani is right, 
the search of men through many 
ages is at last ended, and their pre- 
historic legends confirmed. 

Atlantis is said to have been a re- 
nowned kingdom 9,000 years before 
the birth of the Greek philosopher 
Solon, and the question of its exist- 
ence was seriously debated even as 
late as the eighteenth century. Mon- 
taigne, Buffon, and Voltaire all gave 
the matter their sharpest attention. 

The proofs which Professor Cales- 
tani advances are highly ingenious: 
Atlantis had a giant temple of Po- 
seidon; that must be Stonehenge. 
The island was governed by philoso- 


phers—an obvious reference to the 
Druids, of course, It was flat, and 
surrounded by mountains—well, the 


Welsh mountains border the central 
| plain of England. The fact that At- 
lantis is reputed to have sunk be- 
| neath the waves might be thought to 
}introduce a difficulty, but Professor 
Calestani lightly brushes it aside. 
After all, he reflects, this part of the 
story was probably an exaggeration. 
An exaggeration, one may add, which 


;is only greater than that which as- 
sumes Britain itself will soon sink 
out of sight. — Christian Science 
Monitor.

Important and true of stallions, as 
they are the progenitors of the next 
horse crop Inferior feet in horses 
will be passed on to the next gener 
ation just as promptly as any othr 
structural defect We can assist 
heredity, however, by taking proper 
care of the feet of our horses, It is 
never too soon to start caring for the 
young horse's feet, Not only can the 
feet be improved by seasonable at- 
tention but early patient, kind 
handling of foals, will save much 
perspiration ind many backaches 
later or 

The proper care of horses’ feet 
| should keep the foot short in front 
wide at the heel and above all else 
level on the bottom. This makes a 
round level foot that takes a good 
grip of the grund and keeps the pa 
terns well lined up and at the proper 
angle 

It is Wonderful what can be done 
in improving action, and in putting 
knees, hocks and ankles in the cor 
rect position by the proper care of 
young horses’ feet at the right time

While export markets are as con 
stricted as they are to-day, says the 
Kingston Whig-Standard, a major 
problem of the Canadian farmer ts 
the production of his own 
to take the greatest possible 
advantage of the markets available 
Experts of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have just com- 
pleted a survey which many farm- 
ers might, with profit, tack up on 
the barn door and refer to frequently 
throughout the year It 
to help them adjust production and 

marketing to prospective demand 


is designed 


In general, the experts prophesy 
that larger supplies of wheat and 
other farm products will probably 
result, under the stimulation of the 
new trade agreements, in larger 
agricultural exports in 1939 Prices 
of farm produce generally may im 
| prove somewhat as business condi 
tions continue an upward trend. Price 
levels of 1937 cannot be expected 
however. 

There is now more feed grain in 
the suntry per animal to be fed 
than any time during the past 
eight years. This {s not merely be 
cause more grain was grown last 
season; the livestock population  it- 
self is the lowest in eight years. The 
experts, moreover saw little prospect 
of important increases in livestock 
population before the latter part of 
1939. The number of cattle in Can 
ada, which has been very low for the 


past three years, will continue to de 


}crease throughout the year. Sheep 
and horses will remain about the 
same numertcally The hog popula 
tion will show some increase during 
the first six months of the year, a 
‘further increase in the following 
quarter, and a substantial tncrease 
in the last three months 

On the question of grain produc 
tion, the experts were naturally un- 
able to predict with any great de 
gree of assurance. They foresee the 
possibility of wheat acreage reduc 
tion, especially in the United States 
but they admit that the important 
factor in 1939 iin production will 
be the average eld per acre-—and 
that is a matter that vil depend 
mainly on the weather
